mendous velocity, its 
ta*' going first. 
How long it will remain with us we do 
m»t know, and of course on that jaunt 
no definite information has yet been pub­ 
lished. lf the sky In- clear, it can be 
seen iii the northern heavens lietween 
nine and eleven o’clock. It is an exhi­ 
bition well worth tin* attention of the 
popple.

lacoavenlenree af Color-Blindness. 
The hi conveniences which color-blind 
people must frequently bo exposed to 
are manifest. Numerous stories are 
told of the most ludicrous mistakes 
made, especially by red-blind persons; 
of a tailor, for instance, who mended 
black coat with a piece of red cloth; of 
a hunter who bought red cloth to have 
made what he supposed would be a 
green hunting-jacket 
The story of the 
tailor.shows now tills malady, or, rather, 
constitutional defect, may do injury’ to 
men iii their professional capacity. 
But the consequences that may possibly 
arise from it arc of a far more serious 
nature when the safety of a large num­ 
ber of human beings is dependent on 
the color-vision of a single individual 
This is the case with ra lroad opera­ 
tives, who must be able without fail to 
tell one signal from another; aud, as 
of late years the c* amotion has gained 
ground that color-blindness is far more 
common than it w’as formerly supposed 
to be, tlic railroad 
companies are 
warned more emphatically from year to 
year by scientific men to see to the 
eves of their employees. Some of the 
European Governments are beginning 
to tarn their attention to this important 
matter (all the more important because 
railroad-sign.ds are usually red aud 
green, and red-blindness is the most 
common form of the failing), and the 
Swedish Government has lately directed 
the physicians attached to its state 
roads to examine all the operatives on 
these roads, with a view to the detec­ 
tion of the presence of color-blindness. 
The first fruit of this order is a report 
by Prof. Holmgren, who recently ex­ 
amined the employees of the Upsala- 
Gefle road, showing that, out of two 
hundred 
and sixty-six 
individuals, 
eighteen were afflicted w ith the malady 
to a degree sufficiently high to incapac­ 
itate them entirely for service on the 
road. The prevalence of the disease 
varies in different countries, the highest 
percentage being found in England. 
where, according to a state4meiit made 
by Prof. von Bezold, in his Theory of 
Color,^ republished in this country in 
an English translation, one out of every 
eighteen persons is said to be afflicted 
with it. Among men, as before re­ 
marked,-the disease is more common 
Uian among women.

There are two broods of these flies 
produced in one year, the first brood 
appearing in early spring, and the sec­ 
ond a few weeks before tho wheat is 
ready to be harvested. 
The flics of the 
second brood deposit their eggs upon 
the young winter wheat; hence, they 
can maintain themselves only in dis­ 
tricts where this cereal is crown, while 
in localities where spring wheat alone is 
raised, they will be almost if not entire­ 
ly unknown. 
As a preventive against the attacks of 
this insect, many authors recommend 
not to sow the grain until all the flies 
have been killed by the frost; but this 
remedy will never be very generally 
adopted, as late-sown wheat is very apt 
to be winter-killed. Others recommend 
sowing the wheat that the flies will be 
enabled to pass through their transfor­ 
mations before winter sets in; but this 
plan will be objected to on the same 
ground as tho first, as wheat too far ad­ 
vanced is about as liable to be winter­ 
killed as the late sown wheat is. Farm­ 
ers usually know the date for sowing 
wintcr-whcat so that it will be most 
likely to withstand the winter, and 
they are not willing to sow it cither 
earlier or later than this date without 
doing. One 
for prevent­ 
ing the attacks of this fly is that of sow­ 
ing a narrow strip of land around the 
field intended for winter wheat about 
three or four weeks before the time for 
sowing the regular crop. When the 
wheat in this strip is well up the flies 
in the vicinity wall deposit their eggs 
upon it, and, after waiting a week or so 
for this to be accomplished, plow andor 
this strip with the rest of the field. By 
this operation the progeny of all the 
flies in the immediate vicinity will be 
destroyed, and unless other flies make 
their appearance later in the season 
from adjoining fields the regular crop 
will enjoy perfect immunity from their 
attacks, 
it cannot be too strongly 
urged that all the farmers who grow 
wintcr-whcat in districts infested with 
this fly should adopt this method; for if 
only one here and another there adopt 
it, tile flies from the fields of those who 
have neglected to do so will slock the 
fields of their more careful neighbors 
with eggs in spite of all the latter can 
do to prevent it. and thus the indus­ 
trious and thoughtful farmer must suf­ 
fer for the negligence of others.—D.

of other fruit trees. In some soils, 
especially in those of a light aud sandy 
nature, a moderato top-orcsslng every 
year is necessary; in others, every sec­ 
ond year will be sufficient.

A writer in a recent number of the 
Milch Zcitung, on the danger to German 
agriculture from foreign competition, 
says that his own experience of fifty 
fears has taught him that regular soli­ 
ng of cattle is best for tho farmer and 
for his fields, bringing in greater profit 
and maintaining the fertility of tho land 
at a higher point; that twice os much 
fodder can bo produced on a given sur­ 
face when the forage plant Is allowed 
to grow as a cultivated crop and reach 
a certain degree of maturity than when. 
as in pasture, it is continually cropped 
off and trodden down. He believes, 
as do all tho best German writers on 
the subject, that the most successful 
system of agriculture, in the long run, 
is that in which a large quantity of 
itock is kept and fed well, and a caro­ 
l i rotation of crops is followed, in 
which the same crop is never put twice 
in succession on the same land. The 
soiling system makes it easier to carr}’ 
out tho ucooml port of this programme. 
end the great variety of crops that can 
be raised on a long rotation provides a 
greater variety of fodder for the stock; 
so that these two features of the best 
modern agricultural practice work ad­ 
mirably together. The soiling system 
provides a more uniform ration in 
rcspoct to quantity and avoids much 
loss of manure. 
It may be pretty safe­ 
ly affirmed that the droppings of cattle 
In th* pasture are more than half 
wasted by drying in the sun, or by too 
strong dosing with manure in isolated 
spots, hero and there. Where land is 
cheap and abundant, and cannot be 
profitably cultivated and carried up to 
a high degree of fertility, pasturage 
over a largo portion of the farm maybe 
allowed; but when high farming pays 
pasturc-land is a poor investment and 
may eat up a large part of the profits 
from the cultivated fields.— Alichiyan 
Farmer.

The material for this root- 
Swtli is elaborated and prepared in 
f or blade, and if this bo largely di­ 
minished while this material is being 
prepared, tho root-growth is arrcstecL 
and with this the ability of the pasture 
to make a heavy summer crop, or to re­ 
produce itself when pastured close, is 
proportionally impaired. 
Short jieis- 
1:tires in May will insure short pastures 
tho whole summer, lf a good root- 
Eowth be secured in May, grass will 
rdly be short in August, though it be 
hot and dry. A portable fence is a 
[Treat convenience in the management 
of pastures, lty this stock can be con­ 
fined to lots of desirable size and not 
suffered to range the whole pasture. 
An advantage of long pastures that is 
often overlooked is the fact that there 
is a constant ratio between the Lop and

The hard spading and heavy 
work they hire done and the lighter 
work do themselves. 
Weeding, prun­ 
ing. budding, harvesting fruit can dc as 
well done ny women as by men and 
boys. Those women who do this kind 
of work year after year are free from a 
thousand ills and worries that beset 
their sisters whose lives pass wholly 
within doors. 
There is a growing reaction against 
the excessive indoor life our people 
have addicted themselves to for tao last 
generation. 
Athletic sports are hap­ 
pily everywhere on the increase, both 
with men and women, with students of 
both sexes, and with children. Already 
gammer resorts are filling up aud city 
people are going where they can bo all 
the long days iii tho open air, on tho 
seashore ortho mountain side. or in the 
deep forest Charities are organized 
which give a week or two or three to 
poor little city children to breathe un­ 
tainted country air and eat simple, nu­ 
tritious, unadulterated food, to make 
acquaintance with birds and flowers and 
rest on the clean green sod so unlike 
hot and dusty city pavements. 
The old fable of Anticus is full of 
meaning, full of suggestion. If we but 
touch Mother Earth we rise strength­ 
ened for the struggles of life, and long 
communion with lier enables even us to 
perform herculean labors.

I'rojier Care of the Orchard* 


Speaking of poor orchard manage­ 
ment, Mr. Barry says that he has seen 
trees standing in grass neither broken 
up nor manured for many years, mak­ 
ing a feeble and stunted growth, and 
producing heavy crops of fruit, one- 
naif or one-fourth of which may be 
merchantable, the balauce hardly worth 
picking up. We find orchard after 
orchard in this condition. This will 
not pay. Trees may be kept in a vigor­ 
ous and healthy condition by proper 
tillage of the soil, abundance of fer­ 
tilizers, and judicious pruning. 
These 
Involve labor and expense, but you 
annot grow line fruit without both, 
iud a good deal of them. A fruit tree 
(hows neglect very quickly. 
In his 
>car orchard, to lessen the chances of 
dight, he slacked off in both cultivar 
tion and manure. The result was, In 
two years, ono-half his crop was culls. 
His trees, instead of making stout 
shoots twelve to eighteen Inches loi 
made scarcely any growth at all. 


—The good luck in hatching eg£s of 
a hen that steals her nest in a field, 
suggested the idea of placing earth in 
a DOX before setting hens iii them. 
Hens certainly 
have good luck on 
ground nests. The nest should be made 
so large that the hen can just fill it, ^iot 
veiy deep, and as nearly flat inside at 
the bottom as possible, so that the eggs 
may not lean against each other, or 
they are very liable to be broken/es­ 
pecially by the hens turning them. 
There is less trouble from vermin when 
nests are so made, and tho hen being 
more contented is more likely to be suc­ 
cessful in hatching the eggs*

summer eight or ten men, and perhaps 
four through the winter. His business 
should be to study road-making, learn 
where the best materials arc to be had, 
and, in short, to give the people, as soon 
as possible, good roads all over the 
township. This system has two advan­ 
tages over the old way: I. It would 
put the road-making in the hands of a 
few competent mon who would make it 
their business; 2. The hired men, not 
having other interests to look after, 
would work the roads at the proper 
season of the year, and, being engaged 
constanti}*, would become expert, and 
accomplish much more than green 
hands. 
A good road should be hard, smooth, 
well-graded, free from stoue and sandy 
stretches, sulliciently wide for two car­ 
riages to be driven abreast without 
interfering, and having on either side a 
ditch to carry off the water, and a 
sidewalk for pedestrians. As a rill©, 
main roads leading to centers of trade 
should be straight, and macadamized 
in tho center. In suburban districts, 
where the land is rolling, and where 
rural beauty and not utility alone is the 
aim, serpentine roads are preferable, so 
made as to avoid the hills aud marshes, 
and to develop good building sites. 
A 
good road to ne pleasant ana attractive 
should also have on either side rows of 
shade-trees. The 
untraveled 
parts 
should be cleared of stones, briers and 
weeds, leveled and sown with grass- 
seed. 
When water from a .spring can 
bo led to the side of a road, a water- 
trough and cup should be provided for 
the refreshment of man and beast. 
Brooks and streams which the road 
crosses should have wide, substantial 
bridges, ami a good wagon passage 
through the water on one side. Weep­ 
ing willows around the water’s edge, 
and ivy vines clamoring over tho 
stones of the bridge, give an added 
charm. Guidc-boards or large stones 
at the intersections of roads, painted 
with directions as to the way, ofteu 
save much anxiety and many unnecessa­ 
ry steps. 
The best time of the year to build 
new roads is in the spring or carty sum­ 
mer. The ground is then loose and 
easily handled, aud when the work is 
completed it has time to settle before 
winter. 
When laying out a 
ot i« -Tuning to repair an old oms it is 
good economy to employ un engineer 
or ether competent person to fix the 
course, the proper grade, the direction 
for the water to run, tho width of 
wagon-bcd and sidewalk. 
When once 
those are w isely fixed they should be 
rigidly adhered 
to. Tin; road-bed 
should have a convex form, twenty 
inches to two feet in the center above 
the bottom of the ditches. Lowlands 
and bad places should receive attention 
first. It is often bes* not to turnpike 
the hills, but dig our the ditches and 
cart the soil dow’n on to the lowr land 
This helps the grade, and the mixture 
of soils, especially if one is sandy or 
gravelly, is beneficial. 
Level off tho 
dirt with hoe or aho vol before harrow­ 
ing and pick up all small stones. 
Do 
not throw the stones ou the sidewalk, 
but cart to a miry place which it is 
intended to macadamize. Underdrain 
low*, wet, springy places, laying the tile 
under the wagon track, with a free out­ 
let for the water at tho side of the road. 
Black muck, wash from tho road 
whioh is largely mixed with the drop­ 
pings of animals and vegetable mold 
are not good materials, and should bo 
covered up or carted away to give place 
to clayey subsoil, sand, gravel and fine 
broken stone. These make a firmer 
bcd, and do not so easily work up into 
a blinding dust. Putting stone in ruts 
and holes, or thin macadamizing, unless 
the stone is broken very tine, is unwise. 
The frost, rain and wheels soon dis­ 
place them, and then the road becomes 
rough and unpleasant the year around, 
painful to horses, wearing to wagons, 
and torturing to all travelers. Water- 
bars should be made on the hill-sides. 
A road-plano or scraper is a very serv­ 
iceable implement, and should be used 
more freely, especially in the spring 
and summer, to smooth the roads and 
fill up ruts and holes where water is 
likely to stand. The winter work for 
the men consists in carting and break­ 
ing stone for macadamizing, and the 
carting of gravel for dressing the roads. 
Had we such roads as we might amj 
ought to have, there would be less com­ 
plaint about living in the country.— 
Bennis C. Crane, in Examiner ani
